No one who has 
witnessed such a sioini ciu realize the 
damage it wrought on that island. I 
hid only 
been there a few weeks 


when the element;; started their work 
of destruction. The storm lasted from 
9 o'clock in the morning until 9 o'clock 
at night. The rain beat down in such 
torrents that it was only a wry short 
time before ihe town in which [ was 
.-.rationed was completely inundated. 
The water io front of my bouse was 
four feet deep. The house in wNch 1 
was quartered was the only one left 
standing when thesijrm had suosid- 
td. Tbe whole i^laud seemed to be iu 
complete ruin. The trees were killed 
bv the deluge of salt water, and the 
vegetation, which had been luxuriant 
bef re the storm, was compietir de- 
stroyed. There seemed to be nothing 
left for the innabitants to live upon, 
and we thought for a time there 
would not be any people left either.•"
